N a n address a t the recent laying of 
the cornerstone of the office bul! I- 
ing of the house of rep resentati ves 
P resident Roosevelt said in p art: 
The m aterial p roblem s th at face us 
toda y, are not such us in W ashing­ 
ton’s tim e, but the underlying l'acts . ' 
h um an uaturp are the sam e now as 
they w ere then. 
U nder altered exter­ 
nal form we w ar w ith the sam e tend­ 
encies tow ard evil th a t w ere evident in 
W ashington’s tim e and are help ed by 
th e sam e tendencies for good. 
I t is 
about som e of these th a t I wish to say 
a w ord today. 
In 
B unyan’s 
‘’Pilgrim ’s 
P rogress” 
you m ay recall the descrip tion of the 
naan w ith the muck rake, the m an who 
could look no w ay but dow nw ard, w ith 
the m uck rake iu his baud; who w as 
offered a celestial crow n for his muck 
rake, but who would neither look up 
nor regard the crow n he w as offered, 
b ut continued to rake to him self the 
filth of the door. 


A Po tent Fo rce Fo r Ev il. 
In 
“Pilgrim 's 
P rogress" 
the m an 
w ith the m uck rake is set forth as the 
exam p le of him whose vision is fixed 
on oarual instead of on sp iritual things. 
Y et he also typ ifies the m an who in 
th is life consistently refuses to see 
a ug h t th a t is lofty and fixes his eyes 
w ith solem n Inteutuess only ou th a t 
w hich is vile and debasing. 
Now, it is 
very necessary th a t we should not 
flinch from seeing w hat is vile and de­ 
basing. There is filth on the floor, and 
it m ust be scrap ed up w ith the m uck 
rake, and there are tim es and p laces 
w here this service la the m ost needed 
of all the services th a t can be p er­ 
form ed. But the m an who never does 
anything else, who never thinks or 
sp eaks or w rites save of his feats w ith 
th e m uck rake, sp eedily becomes not a 
Itelp to society, not an incitem ent to 
good, b ut one of the m ost p oteut forces 
for evil. 
T here are in the body p olitic, eco­ 
nom ic and social, m any a-iid grave 
■evils, and there is urgent necessity for 
th e sternest w ar up on them. 
There 
should be relentless exp osure of and 
a tta c k up on every evil m an, w hether 
p olitician or business m an; every evil 
p ractice. w hether in p olitics, in busi­ 
ness or in social life. 
I linfI as a bene­ 
factor every w riter or sp eaker, every 
m an who ou the p latform or In book, 
m agazine or new sp ap er w ith m erci­ 
less severity iu.:kes such attack, p ro­ 
vided alw ays that he in his turn re­ 
m em bers ti nt the attac k is of use only 
If It is absolutely truthful. 
The liar 
is no w hit better than the thief, and if 
liis m endacity takes the form of slan­ 
de r he may be w orse than most thieves. 
I t p uts a p rem ium ujxvy knavery un­ 
truth fully to attack an honest man or 
even w ith hysterical exaggeration to 
assail a bail m an w ith untruth. 


Indiscrimina te Assa ult. 
Now, it is easy to tw ist out of shap e 
w h a t I have just said, easy to affect to 
m isunderstand it. and if it is siurred 
ove r in rep etition not difficult really to 
m isunderstand it. 
Some p ersons are 
sincerely incap able of understanding 
th a t to denounce mud slinging does 
not m ean the indorsem ent of w hite­ 
w ashing, and both the interested in­ 
dividuals who need w hitew ashing and 
those others who p ractice mud sling- 
iug like to encourage such confusion 
of ideas. 
One of the chief counts 
ag a inst those who m ake indiscrim inate 
assault up on men in business or men 
in p ublic life is th a t they invite a re­ 
action which ie sure to tell p ow erfully 
In favor of the unscrup ulous scoundrel 
w ho really ought to be attacked, who 
oug h t to be exp osed, who ought, if p os­ 
sible, to be p ut in the p enitentiary. If 
A ristides is p raised overm uch as just, j 
p eop le get tired of hearing It. and over- 
■censure of the unjust finally and from 
sim ilar reasons results in their favor. 
Any excess is alm ost sure to invite 
a reaction, and unfortunately the reac­ 
tion, instead of taking the form of 
p unishm ent of those guilty of the ex­ 
cess, is very ap t to take the form ei- 


m an out of the p osition he has dis­ 
graced, 
Exp ose the crim e and hunt 
dow n the crim inal, but rem em ber th at 
even iu the case of crim e, if it is a t­ 
tacked in sensational, lurid and un­ 
truth ful fashion, the attack may do 
m ore dam age to the p ublic , m ind th a n 
the crim e itself. 
It is because I feel 
th a t there should be no rest in the end­ 
less w ar against the forces of evil th a t 
I ask th at the w ar be conducted w ith 
sanity as well as with resolution. The 
m en with the muck rakes are often in­ 
disp ensable to the well being of soci­ 
ety. hut only if they know w hen to 
stop raking the m uck and to look up ­ 
w ard to the celestial crow n above 
them , to the crow n of w orthy endeav­ 
or. There are beautiful things above 
and round about them , and if they 
gradually grow to feel th at the whole 
w orld is nothing but m uck their p ower 
of usefulness is gone. 
If the whole 
p icture Is p ainted black there rem ains 
110 hue w hereby to single out the ra s­ 
cals for distinction from their follows. 
Such p ainting finally Induces a kind of 
m oral color blindness, and p eop le a f­ 
fected by it come to the conclusion 
th a t no m an is really black and no m an 
really white, but they are all gray. In 
other w ords, they neither believe In the 
truth of the attack nor in the honesty of 
the m an who is attacked. They grow as 
susp icious of the accusation as of the 
offense. It becomes well nigh hop eless 
to stir them either to w rath against 
w rongdoing or to enthusiasm for w hat 
is right, and such 
n m ental attitude in 
the p ublic gives bop e io every knave 
and Is the desp air of honest men. 


Fo rces Fo r Truth Stro ng er Tha n Ev er. 


T here is any am ount of good in the 
world, and there never w as a tim e 
w hen loftier and more disinterested 
w ork for the • lietterm ent of m ankind 
w as being done thau now. 
The forces 
th at tend for evil are great and te rri­ 
ble, but the forces of truth and love 
and courage and honesty and gener­ 
osity and sym p athy are also stronger 
thau ever before. 
It is a foolish and 
tim id, no less than a w icked thing, to 
biink the fact th a t the forces of evil 
are strong, but it is even worse to fail 
to take into account the strength of the 
forces that tell for good. 
In his ecclesiastical p olity that fine 
old E lizabethan divine, Bishop Hooker, 
w rote: 
“ He that goeth about to p ersuade a 
m ultitude that they tire not so well 
governed as they ought to be shall 
never w ant attentive and favorable 
hearers. 
Because they know the m an­ 
ifold defects where unto every kind of 
regim en is subject, but the secret lets 
and difficulties, which iu p ublic p ro­ 
ceedings a re innum erable and inevita­ 
ble, they have not ordinarily the judg ­ 
m ent to consider." 
This truth should be kep t constantly 
in mind by every free p eop le desiring 
to p reserve the sanity and p oise indis­ 
p ensable to the p erm anent success of 
self governm ent. 
Yet. on the other 
hand, it is vital not to p erm it this 
sp irit of sanity and self com m and to 
degenerate into m ere m ental sta g na­ 
tion. 
Bad though a sta te of hysterical 
excitem ent is. and evil though the re­ 
sults are which come from the violent 
oscillations such excitem ent invariably 
p roduces, yet a sodden acquiescence 
iu evil is even worse. 
At this m om ent 
we are p assing through a p eriod of 
great unrest—social, p olitical and in­ 
dustrial unrest. 
It is of the utm ost 
im p ortance for our future th at this 
should p rove to la* not the unrest of 
m ere rebelliousness ag aiust life, of 
m ere dissatisfaction w ith the inevita­ 
ble inequality of conditions, but the 
unrest of a resblute and eager am bi­ 
tion to secure the betterm ent of the 
individual and the nation. 
So far as 
this m ovem ent of agitation through­ 
out the country takes the form of a 
fierce discontent w ith evil, of a deter­ 
m ination to p unish the authors of evil, 
w hether in industry or p olitics, the 
feeling is to be heartily welcomed as a 
sign of healthy life. 
If, on the other hand, it turns into a 
tlier of p unishm ent of the unoffending m ere crusade of ap p etite against ap p e-

The effort to 
m ake financial or p olitical p rofit out 
of the destruction of character can 
only result iu p ublic calam ity.

Violent em otionalism leads to exhaus­ 
tion. 
Ta x a tio n o f Va st Fo rtunes. 
It is im p ortant to this p eop le to 
grap p le w ith the p roblem s connected 
w ith the am assing of enorm ous for­ 
tunes and the use of those fortunes, 
both corp orate and Individual, in busi­ 
ness. 
W e should discrim inate iu the 
sharp est w ay betw een fortunes well 
won and fortunes ill won; betw een 
those gained as a n,inc ide nt to p er­ 
form ing great services to the com m u­ 
nity as a whole and those gained in 
evil fashion by keep ing Just w ithin the 
lim its of more law honesty. 
Of course 
no am ount of charity in sp ending such 
fortunes in any way com p ensates for 
m isconduct in m aking them . 
As a 
m atter 
of 
p ers mai 
conviction 
and 
w ithout p retending to discuss the de­ 
tails or form ulate the system I feel 
-"that—we--shall ultim ately have to con­ 
sider the adop tion of som e such schem e 
as th a t of a p rogressive tax on all for­ 
tunes beyond a certain am ount, either 
given in life or devised or bequeathed 
up on death to any individual—a tax so 
fram ed as to p ut it out of the p ow er 
of the ow ner of one of these enor­ 
mous fortunes to hand on more than 
a certain am ount to any one individual, 
th e tax of course to be imp osed by the 
national and not the sta te governm ent. 
Such taxation should of course be 
aim ed m erely a t the inheritance or 
transm ission in their entirety of those 
fortunes sw ollen beyond all healthy 
lim its. 
Again, the national governm ent m ust 
in some form exercise sup ervision over 
corp orations 
engaged 
in 
interstate 
business- and all 
large corp orations 
are engaged in interstate business— 
w hether by license or otherw ise, so as 
to p erm it us to deal w ith the far 
reaching 
evils 
of overcap italization. 
This year we are m aking a beginning 
in the direction of serious effort to set­ 
tle some of these economic p roblem s 
by the railw ay rate legislation. Such 
legislation, if so fram ed, as I am sure 
it will be, as to secure defluite and 
tangible results, will am ount to som e­ 
thing of itself, and it w ill am ount to a 
great deal m ore in so far as it is taken 
as a first step in the direction of a p ol­ 
icy of 
sup erintendence 
and control 
over corp orate w ealth engaged in in­ 
te rstate com merce, this sup erintend­ 
ence and control not to be exercised 
in a sp irit of m alevolence tow ard the 
men who have created the w ealth, but 
with the firm p urp ose i>oth to do Jus­ 
tice to them and to see th at they in 
their turn do justice to the p ublic, 
Th^* first requisite in the p ublic serv­ 
ants who are to deal in .this shap e w ith 
corp orations, w hether as legislators or 
us executives, is honesty. This honesty 
can I« * no resp ecter of p ersons. There 
can be no such thing as unilateral hon­ 
esty. 
The danger is not really from 
corrup t corp orations. 
It sp rings from 
the corrup tion itself, w hether exercised 
for or ag ainst corp orations. 
' 
But in addition to honesty we need 
sanity. 
No honesty will m ake a p ublic 
man useful if that man is tim id or 
foolish, if he is a hot headed zealot or 
an im p racticable visionary. 
As we 
strive for reform we find th at it is not 
at all m erely the case of a long up hill 
p ull. 
On the contrary, there is alm ost 
as much of breeching work as of col­ 
lar w ork. 
To dep end only ou traces 
m eans th a t there will soon be a run­ 
aw ay 
and an 
up set. 
The 
men of 
w ealth who today are trying to p re­ 
vent the regulation and control of their 
business in the Interest of the p ublic 
by the p rop er governm ent authorities 
will not succeed, in %iy judgm ent, in 
checking the p rogress of the m ove­ 
ment. 
But if they did succeed they 
would find th at they had sown the 
wind and would surely reap the w hirl­ 
wind. for they would ultim ately p ro­ 
voke the violent excesses which ac­ 
com p any a reform com ing by convul­ 
sion instead of by steady and natural 
growth.

On the other hand, the wild p reachers 
of unrest and discontent, the w ild agi­ 
tators ag ainst the entire existing order, 
the men who act crookedly, w hether

Dixon is now in the throes of a re­

ning at large to prevent their being 
incinerated in the burning buildings. 
Women had loaded their personal be­ 
longings on carts and were

them through the city, the property 
being huddled iu tbe public squares.
